S.R.O. 66. — In exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (a) nr.d (b) of 
section 31 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924), the Central Goverhment 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the division of the Mathura Can- 
tonment into wards for the purpose of holding elections thereto under the said 
Act und the determination of the number of members to be elected by each of 
tne wards, the same having been previously published as required by the said 
section, namely — ■ 

RULES 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Mathura 
Cantonment (Division into Wards) Rules, 1953. 

(2) They shall come in o toree at once. 

2. Division of Cantonment Into Wards. — For Ihe purpose of holding elections 
to the Cantonment Board, the Malhura Cantonment shall be divided into the 
following wards, namely:— 

Ward I. 

Ward II, and 

Ward III. 

3. Boundaries of Wards. — Tire boundaries of each of the words shall be as spec i- 
fled in the Schedule annexed hereto. 

4. Number of members to be elected. — The number of members to be elected 
by each of the wards shall be as in the following Table: —

On the West by Cantonment boundary pillar Nos. 56, 57, 58, 59, 60, 61, 6?, 
63, 64, 65, 66 and T upto the point where the Cantonment boundary crosses the 
Agra Delhi road.

On the West by Cantonment boundary pillar Nos. 1, la tq 26a and 19 to 31/1. 

On the South by Cantonment boundary pillar Nos. 31/1 to 34. 

On the East by Agra-Mathura road running North and civil area boundary 

Ward No. III. — This ward shall comprise of all area bounded by: — 

On the North by the Cantonment boundary pillar Nos. 41 to 43C. a portion of 
Kankar road running North till it meets Ahata Seth bazar area pillar No. 2 gf 
the junction of Regimental bazar road. Regimental bazar road running west upto 
junction of Sisters Mess road. 

On the West from the junction of the Regimental bazar and Sisters Mess roads 
the boundary running South to Kegimethal bazar pillar No. 2. From pillar No. 2 
a line drawn to Cantonment boundary pillar No. 1. The Cantonment boundary 
running upto pillar No. 22. The civil area. The Agra Mathura road running 
South from Cantonment boundary pillar Nos. 10 to 34.
